uestions and Answers On Bond ind 


Question: Why are we seeing so much in the ~ 
apers about reorganization of our school 
tricts? 

Because there are new ise under 
which we must operate and the reorganiza- 
tion must be completed before July 1, 1957. 

Q. Does this mean it won't be possible to go 
on as we were before? 

A. That's exactly what it means, if we are 
receive funds to pay our teachers, a 
our children and carry on the schools. 

Q. Why were the new lays passed? 

A. Because citizens became aroused and several 
groups came together and organized to work 
toward better schools and more nearly equal 

: opportunities for all our children. 

Q. What happened then? 

A. Questionnaires were mailed out to hundreds 
of parents, citizens, members of PTA's and 
other organizations, school people to find 
out what people wanted and if they were 
willing to pay for better schools. The an- 

> swer was overwhelmingly “Yes.” After a 
competent team made a state wide survey 
and came up with recommendations, the 
citizen group asked the legislature to pass 
laws to bring about certain improvements. 
The legislature named a committee of its 
own, which visited other states, consulted 
with other educators ańd came back with a 
plan of its own (similar to the citizens’ 
plan) for what is called "a minimum foun- 
dation program for education.” 

Q. What areas did the new plan affect? 

A. The whole state, because so many of the 
problems ‘had~to be dealt with on a state- 
wide basis. For example there were almost 
2,000 senarate school districts in the 82 
counties and from all studies it was appar- 
ent that about 200 districts would bring a 
far better type of education. 

|Q. Just what would be gained by consolidating 
and reducing the number of districts? 

A. 1. It would bring more efficient operation 

at lower cost. 

2. It would enable- teachers to teach one 
grade instead of several. 

3. It would mean more activities could be 
offered, such as music, homemaking, 

athletic program, tool shop work, com- 

mercial work, etc. 
It would mean in most cases newer or 
improved buildings. 
(The state legislature passed a separate 
measure to provide part of the funds 
for the new buildiggs, or remodeling, 
where old ones were not adequate.) 

‘It was found that students who had 
been .in high schools of about 200 stu- 
dents were better prepared. Too many 
high schools in the state had only 60 
to 80 and the change would mean im- 
proved opportunities for those going on 
to college, junior college or certain 
types of jobs.
